DRONES 

Local citizens called the police to report seeing a 
great number of drones hovering in the sky along 
the route of the Hamptons Subway last week. It 
turned out that Hamptons Subway itself was flying 
these drones. Unbeknownst to the Hamptons 
Subway Commissioner Bill Aspinall, our new 
general manager, Charlie McCarthy, had purchased

BOARD UNI-TED AGAINST HATE 
Hamptons Municipal Board treasurer Larry 
Hama Kowalcyzk found himself at the wrong 
end of public opinion this week for comments 
he made disparaging “the disgusting taste and 
texture” of uni (or sea urchin) sushi.

The Problem of Helicopter Noise at the Airport Is at an End

H elicopters thunder across the sky. Corporate 
jets scream as they come down into their 
approaches. Twin-engine private planes howl 
as they bank into their turns. For 25 years 
now, residents of the East End who live around 
the East Hampton airport have suffered and 
complained about the noise these aircraft 
make as, every year, it becomes worse and 
worse. Nothing ever gets done. Until now. 

Beginning Memorial Day weekend, the ongoing 
battle about noise at the airport is going to come 
to an end, thanks to a contest put forward by 
Miriam Randolph, a seventh grade teacher at 
Wainscott Junior High School, and the 13-year- 
old winner of that contest, Brendan Hickcock. 

“I just got so tired of all the fighting about the 
airport,” Ms. Randolph said. “The lawsuits, the 
demonstrations, the edicts, the curfew proposals,

the ordinances, the noise complaints and the 
plan to shut the airport down, well, it made my 
head spin. And I don’t even live near the airport.” 

Ms. Randolph presented the contest to her 
entire class. What would solve the noise crisis at 
the airport? Every kid put forward an essay, and 
the winner was Brendan Hickcock, who lives with 
his sister, his mom and his dad on Beach Lane. 
Ms. Randolph thought his essay, “Happy Wow,” 
was such a win-win that she put it in a folder and 
went out after school and on weekends to show 
it one at a time to every organization involved 
in the ongoing airport problem. Each of these 
organizations—including the Eastern Regional 
Aircraft Council, the East Hampton Helicopter 
Pilots Association, the Town of East Hampton, 
the Sagaponack Dark Skies Organization, the East 
End Charter Airline Association, the members of 
Say Heck No to KHTO (which are the call letters of 


the airport and which wants the airport to be shut 
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down entirely), the Federal Aviation Association, 
the Airports of America Agenda, the Village of 
Wainscott, the Seaplane Fellows of Suffolk County 
and the East Hampton Airport Maintenance 
Union—declared their support of Brendan’s plan, 
and at a huge meeting with all leaders of these 
groups in the Wainscott High School Auditorium 
last week, voted unanimously to put this plan 
into effect beginning Friday, May 22, 2020. 

There will be no more specific routes that 
planes and choppers are supposed to follow, 
which their pilots agree to and then violate 
anyway. Aircraft coming out from New York, or 
leaving East Hampton bound for New York, will 
be free to fly any way they prefer, at any time 
of day or night they prefer, making whatever 
noise they want, and flying at whatever height 
they want, without restriction or objection. 

But “Happy Wow’ will now take place. Before 
an aircraft can take off heading to or from East 
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Hampton, the stewards on board will walk down 
the aisle and collect from each passenger $100 
in cash, stuffing it into a plastic bag as they go 
past. This is an acceptable amount where tickets 
on a helicopter generally cost about $1,100 a seat 
(and most folks have ATM 20s). As the aircraft 
prepares to take off, the plastic bag will be sealed, 
and when the aircraft gets to about 500 feet above 
a residential East End neighborhood, the co-pilot 
will receive the bag, open a side cockpit window 
and toss it out into the air. The bag will plummet 
down to some random spot—into a potato field, 
a front lawn, a woods, a meadow, a vineyard, a 
cucumber patch, a school grounds, a park, the 
roof of a home, a swimming pool or a country 
store—and people will run to where it and other 
bags land and take them home. May 22 will mark 
the beginning of a windfall that will continue 
for the rest of the year for the long-suffering 
but now extremely happy people on the ground, 
who will in the end use the cash for whatever 
purpose they like. A gift from the heavens. 
With approximately 150 landings and 
takeoffs every day, this will be a huge windfall 
for those folks. Screams of joy and shouts of 
excitement will accompany the roar overhead. 
These local residents can put a wing on their 
house, pave their driveways, refurnish their 
interiors, pay their credit card bills, send their 
children to college, pay for weddings and bar 
mitzvahs, enjoy a trip to a resort or just pack 
up and move away, although, well, that would 
certainly appear to be counterproductive. 
Meanwhile, the passengers up in the sky will 
know that all this terrible noise their aircraft 


is making to save an hour of their precious 
time will directly benefit those below who 
they have caused to suffer. And the amount, 
which Brendan referred to in his winning 
entry as an apology, is not so terrible. 

The locals will be picking up these bags of 
cash that land at their feet, up in a tree, over ina 
field. There won’t be any fighting over any of it, 
because with every hour that passes, there will 
be more of it. It will just be one happy ongoing 
delight, 24 hours a day, seven days a week. 

And there are others who benefit. 
The aircraft charter companies are happy because 
this little gesture is getting them so much new 


publicity, the demand 
for new business is 
going through the roof. 

The airport workers 
and managers are 
happy because 
they will no longer 
fear being laid 
off if the airport 
were to be closed. 

The FAA is happy 
because this ends 
what has _ been 
for a long time a 
thorn in their side. 

Even the merchants 


and grocery store 
owners who Ms. 
Randolph spoke 


to are happy to get 
rid of their plastic 
bags, now leftovers, since they were banned 
from use since the beginning of March. 
This is a terrific solution for those leftovers. 
The only people unhappy, it seems, are 
the State of New York and the IRS, who feel 
they may be unable to learn which individual 
taxpayers to levy income taxes against, because 
it’s really just finders keepers losers weepers. 
As for Brendan, he got tobe the first to hold up the 
grand prize trophy Ms. Randolph bought for the 
competition. After he waved it around, the rest of 
the class got to hold it and wave it around, because 
in that classroom all the students are winners.

love watching baseball and football. For me, 

the NFL and MLB are our twin national games.

Presidential Reprieves & a Shakeup at the Southampton Bath & Tennis

urely among the most controversial of all 

the folks who Donald Trump has pardoned 
or granted other forgiveness is former Illinois 
governor Rod Blagojevich, whose sentence 
Trump commuted several weeks ago and who was 
a contestant on Trump’s Celebrity Apprentice 
game show some years ago. Trump apparently 
took a liking to him. Blago is hard not to like, 
with the twinkle in his eye, his boyish good 
looks, the swirling bush of hair and his “I’m 
innocent” demeanor. All he did, besides a few 
financial improprieties, was say he wanted to sell 
Barack Obama’s senate seat for something like 
$1.5 million. 

He didn’t actually do it, probably because he 
was so public about wanting to do it, nobody 
would step forward and give him the money. 
He was eventually sentenced to 14 years in the 
slammer for a number of things, which seems like 
a lot. Lots of people say they want to do bad things 
but don’t actually do them. Anyway, Trump did 
fire him after four episodes. 

Pardoning friends is a rather slimy perk 
presidents get to do all the time, usually at the 
end of their terms. Controversy swirls, then fades. 

The last pardon that got this much attention 
was the one given to Wall Street’s Marc Rich 
in 2000 by President Bill Clinton. Rich was a 
commodities trader, hedge fund manager and 
financier who made billions but then got indicted 
for racketeering, wire fraud, trading with the 
enemy (Iran) and evading $48 million in taxes. 
He fled to Switzerland rather than stand trial, 
and, as the feds couldn’t get him extradited, lived

in great style for over 20 years. He was #6 on the 
FBI Most Wanted List when he got pardoned. 

At the time, Bill and Hillary Clinton, along with 
Denise Rich, his ex-wife, lived in the Hamptons in 
the summertime. That might have had something 
to do with it. Ms. Rich campaigned hard for 
her ex. 

Leading up to the pardon, Denise Rich also 
bought and nearly closed the Southampton Bath 
and Tennis Club on Gin Lane. It’s quite a story. 

The Southampton Bath & Tennis Club was, at 
that time, the private beach club on the ocean 
for people who were not welcome to become 
members at the prestigious and very WASPY 
Southampton Bathing Association. Dues were not 
high at Bath & Tennis. Members included many 
merchants in that town, along with various local 
real estate developers and professional people. 
The club was, and still is, a glorious Stanford 
White—designed three-story mansion on five 
acres with tennis courts, swimming pool and 
luncheon café overlooking the beach and ocean. 

I often ate lunch there in those years, a guest of 
the president of the club, Wilbur Ross, who today 
is Trump’s Secretary of Commerce. 

One day, shocking news went around the club 
that Marc Rich’s ex-wife had bought the place 
(some people told me it was for a million dollars) 
and was planning to convert it into her private 
residence. In which case she would, of course, 
want the club closed. —- 

It seemed nothing could be done. She’d gotten 
the deed. But then she let it be known, I was 
told, that if the club members would pony up $3 
million, she would be willing to sell it back to the 
club and the club could continue. She and her 
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lawyer would walk away with an easy profit. 

Just before the members meeting at which it 
-was decided to do that, Mr. Ross explained it 
to me. 

“It’s called a flip,” he told me. “You buy 
something at a bargain price—in this case the old 
owner was having financial problems and wanted 
out—and then you scare everybody and walk away 
with two extra million in your pocket.” 

Well, dues doubled or maybe tripled to make 
it happen, I was told, and the interesting thing 
was that after it happened, Denise Rich, a woman 
who had never been a member and no longer was 
the owner, was often seen at the club smiling and 
shaking hands with club members. 

“Part of the deal,” Mr. Ross told me, “was that 
she get a membership for life. So people are 
congratulating her, probably wishing they had 
pulled off this flip instead of her.” 

The moral is, it’s only money. Or it’s all about 
the money. Five years after this happened, Bill 
Clinton, perhaps persuaded by Southampton 
Bath & Tennis Club member Denise Rich, 
gave her ex-husband a pardon so he could 
come home. 

As I recall, he never did. He seemed perfectly 
happy to stay living in Switzerland. 

Interestingly, the current Governor of 
Illinois issued this comment about the 
Blago commutation: 

“Tllinoisans have endured far too much 
corruption and we must send a message to 
politicians that corrupt practices will no longer 
be tolerated.” 

Notice he said this in the present tense. “No 
longer be tolerated” from now on.

Shedock Holmes Meets Steampunk in “Shedock’s Secret Life’ 


oots on the Ground Theater, the troupe run by 

Jongtime East End radio. personality Bonnie Grice, 
returned for a new production on March 6. The Long 
Island premiere of Ed Lange’s Sherlock’s Secret Life 
is an intriguing new take on Arthur Conan Doyle’s 
beloved detective Sherlock Holmes. Grice discusses the 
production and the evolution of Boots on the Ground 
Theater at Southampton Cultural Center (SCC). 


Give us an overview of Sheriock’s Secret Life. 
My Sherlock theater sojourn began two years ago. 
I started my theater company in 2016 to recreate and 
retell stories from history with a particular emphasis 
on the 19th century, a personal passion. There’s so 
much to learn from the Victorians—the ingenuity, 
the inventions, the birth of the women’s and civil 
- rights movements... and the birth of the detective. 
The- first detective story was actually written by an 
American, Edgar Allan Poe, who’s been called the 
“undisputed master of the detective story” with his 
character, Dupin, in the 1840s. Charles Dickens, who 
was obsessed with the detective, had read Poe and was 
inspired to write his own detective, Inspector Bucket 
in Bleak House, paving the way for Conan Doyle and 
Holmes later in the century. Two years ago I decided 
to bring Holmes to the East End stage. As far as I 
knew, he’d never been presented onstage here before. 
So I started shopping the idea around to friends and 
potential directors and researching/reading more than 
a dozen “Holmesian” scripts. I now have a library of 
Sherlock for the stage! Most of the standard stories are 
a bit old and dusty and very stilted. I wanted something 
that could reflect a more modern, edgy Holmes, a 
la Robert Downey Jr. and Benedict Cumberbatch. I

narrowed it down to five potential 
scripts, and our director Josephine 
Wallace and I chose this one. I 
invited Josephine to work with me 
again as director since we'd had 
such a good experience together on 
Red Badge of Courage in 2018. We 
both agreed that Sherlock’s Secret 
Life had the perfect combination of 
mystery, crime, love, murder and | 
comedy—an important element— | 
plus it’s never been done before 
on Long Island. It’s a rocking 
cast of East End stars familiar to 
SCC audiences. Be prepared for a 
Sherlock shock at the end... 


Talk about the steampunk aesthetic. 

I have a passion for the Victorian/Edwardian era, 
including the costumes and the interiors of the time. 
I’ve become an obsessed collector of costumes, fabric 
and furniture from the 19th century. Josephine’s set 
design provides the perfect framework for Holmes’ 
London. The costumes are a mix of historical with a bit 
of added steampunk for fun, to match the feel of the 
show and its story. 


Tell us about Boots on the Ground Theater. 
Boots on the Ground Theater strives to provide history 
and entertainment, with a nod to our area students. We 
always provide an opportunity for a student actor to be 
featured in a main role alongside our veteran actors. 
We featured Southampton Middle Schooler Emma 
Suhr as Helen Keller in The Miracle Worker in 2018. 
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“SHERLOCK’S SECRET LIFE” 


Thomas Schiavoni was our Henry 
in Red Badge and he returns 
for this production as the young 
Watson. Plus, we always provide 
at least one free show for students. 
This time it’s a free matinee for 
high school students on Saturday, 
March 14 at 2 p.m., followed by a 
Q&A with Detective Sgt. Lisa Costa 
from the Southampton Town 
Police Department. She’ll compare 
detectives then and now. 


Why is Holmes an enduring 
character? - 

Sherlock Holmes remains 
fascinating to new generations for 
a variety of reasons. The primary one—crime. Solving 
crime. Identifying criminals. Exploring their motives. 
The evidence. A tradition that readers and viewers 
have enjoyed for centuries. It must be part of our 
DNA. Conan Doyle created characters that had little 
in the way of forensics or technology, but he set a 
standard for our modern-day detectives. Holmes and 
Watson just went with their instincts and gathered 
together clues using mostly gray matter—with an 
occasional spyglass. The brilliance of this dynamic 
duo still shines over a century later. Everything old is

Out for release by Rizzoli on April 
7, The Ladies’ Village Improvement _** 
Society Cookbook: Eating and © 
Entertaining in East Hampton 
gathers a carefully curated selection 
of 21 menus with more than 100 
recipes from LVIS members, notable 
chefs and a few celebrity friends—all 
meeting Fabricant’s well-honed set 
of standards. The result is a hefty, 
250-page tome filled with fabulous 
photos by Doug Young (as well as 
vintage images), history and lore from professional 
editor, ghostwriter and LVIS member Bess Rattray, 
and a foreword by Martha Stewart. 

“Tt’s rooted very much in the region,” Fabricant says 
of the book and its recipes, all of which she tested 
personally. “It’s a representation of the food of the 
region and actually a celebration of it,” she adds, 
explaining that the cookbook’s menus cover a year’s 
worth of seasons and important events, such as a cozy 
home dinner, cocktail party, Labor Day barbecue, 
holiday buffet, pasta on the porch and many more.

Along with recipes by 26 LVIS members, the 
cookbook includes culinary creations from food world 
icons and famous East Hamptonites Ina Garten, Eric 
Ripert, Laurent Tourondel, Christie Brinkley, Katie 
Lee, Hilaria Baldwin, Laurie Anderson and Alex 
Guarnaschelli, among others. Additional contributions 
come from frequent Hamptons visitors Carla Hall and 
Jacques Pépin, and local purveyors 
such as the Seafood Shop, Wolffer 
Estate, Nick & Toni’s, The 1770 House 
and The Maidstone hotel. 

Fabricant says she started with a 
long list of submissions from members 
and friends, and slowly whittled them 
down to the best while also avoiding 
repeats. “It’s a pretty tricky juggling 
job,” she says, recalling the difficult 
process of selecting recipes that stood 
up to her criteria. All recipes—aside 
from a few exceptions, like Garten’s— 
had to be original and unpublished, and 
none of the ingredients could include 
canned soups or sauces. “They were 
good recipes—very good recipes,” Fabricant points out. 
“These ladies really know how to bake.” 

Though Fabricant is not an LVIS member, her 
relationship with the local civic group goes back a 
long time. She has a number of their cookbooks in 
her collection, she’s helped with the annual summer 
fair and has donated copies of her own cookbooks 
to sell at the LVIS Bargain Box vintage shop in East 
Hampton Village. Now at about 300 members strong, 
the LVIS says they're committed to preserving East 
Hampton’s natural beauty by maintaining its ponds, 


parks, greens and trees, while also improving education 
through scholarships. 

Purchasing copies of the new cookbook helps further 
that mission, but it would be worthwhile even if it 
didn’t. As Stewart notes in her foreword, it’s an ode 
to the region and “an essential addition to everyone’s 
collection of culinary books.” And, Fabricant adds, 
“The book is kind of splendid and splashy with a lot of 
charm... I’m amazed at the weight of it.” 

To support the release, Fabricant says theyre 
assembling a busy schedule of events, signings and 
presentations in the Hamptons and NYC, including 
an appearance at East Hampton Library’s annual 
Authors Night, followed by dinner. Signed copies will 
be available at the Bargain Box and at BookHampton 
in East Hampton. g@.

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Five Fun Hamptons Reveals from Toy Fait 2020 


ate last month, from February 22-25, the 2020 

New York Toy Fair delivered yet another year 
of thrilling reveals from the biggest names in the 
business as well as a long list of innovative small 
companies and startups. The massive event at NYC’s 
Jacob K. Javits Center is closed to consumers and the 
general public, so we did the rounds for our readers in 
an effort to find some of the hottest toys on the market, 
or coming soon. 

We kept the Hamptons firmly in mind as we delved 
deep into this rare gathering of folks united in their 
pursuit of one common goal—bringing fun (and even 
a bit of education and nostalgia) to kids and adult 
gamers and collectors alike. Could there be a more 
worthy endeavor? Here’s what we found. 

Perhaps the toy world’s biggest player, Hasbro 
came out swinging this year, especially with their 
Marvel Legends line of 6-inch superhero action figures. 
Specifically, fans were overjoyed to see their series 
of figures based on the X-Men movies, including 
two versions of East Hampton’s Hugh Jackman as 
Wolverine. One super-articulated sculpt, from 
X-Men Origins: Wolverine, depicts Jackman’s iconic 
character in jeans and leather jacket with freshly blown 
hair, while an Amazon-exclusive offering features 
the adamantium-lined mutant in jeans with gold belt 
buckle, white tank top, dogtags, a rage-filled alternate 
head and, of course, his signature claws akimbo (in 
bone and metal). 

Among their many action figures based on horror, 
sci-fi and action movie franchises, toy licensing giant 
NECA revealed the world’s first 8-inch action figures 
from East Hampton director Steven Spielberg’s 1975 
hit Jaws, on shelves this fall. Starting with Chief Martin 
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Brody, as played by late Sagaponack homeowner Roy 
Scheider, and Robert Shaw’s Quint—based largely 
on Montauk shark fisherman Frank Mundus—the 
likenesses are spot-on. Both highly articulated figures 
come with actual fabric clothing and lots of accessories, 
such as bloody chum bucket with ladle, scuba tank, 
various guns, CB radio, beer cans and more. An 
in-scale shark is due for release later this year. Also 
look for NECA’s 7-inch figures of Quogue’s Michael J. 
Fox as Marty McFly in Back to the Future! 

Pacific Cycles showed off a full line of bicycles 
from Montauk-inspired Netflix series Stranger 
Things. Heritage brands are on full display on these 
eye-catching, retro two-wheelers, like Max’s silver 
and yellow Mongoose BMX with axle pegs and front 
light; Lucas’s green Schwinn Predator with right- 
angled, Vietnam-era Fulton flashlight and pouch; and 
Mike’s Schwinn Stingray-style bike with banana seat, 
tall handlebars and front light. These will make any 
local child of the ’80s feel nostalgic for bygone days, 
and your kids will love the bikes for sporting great 
designs, functionality and, depending on their age, a 
connection to this hit show. The Schwinn range 
also has perfect beach cruisers for jaunts 
to town and, well, the beach. Check 
out the Huron for men and Mikko 
for women. 

For history buffs looking to bond 
with their LEGO-loving kids, nothing 
could be better than COBI’s extensive and 
reasonably priced selection of construction 
block building sets. The scope of the line is 
truly awe-inspiring, and a bit overwhelming 
for those of us who might want them all. Choose
